Died 
Sundav 
Morning—Liv ed Near Here 
Since 1ST 2. 


In the death of Reub en Trowb ridge 
Sunday mornirg a nob le and useful 
Christian life hts ended on earth to en­ 
ter the life b eyond and claim the re­ 
x’*rd so justly earned in an unceasing 
endeavor to help those Ab out him while 
b e set the example of a life devoted to 
gaining spiritual strength and spread­ 
ing the doctrine of Christian living 
amorg men. 
His was a strong character, the full- 
neiK of which can b e b etter 
rderstood 
b y those woo have lived within ib o in­ 
fluence of his daily life or who knew 
him b efore the physical weakness of 
age came upon him. 
The first warning that Mr. Trow- 
b rioge had of ihe d ^ u - e which had 
b een creeping upon him for years and 
rob b ing him of vitality w&§ last April, 
while he and hi» wife were spending 
the winter months in California. They 
came home in May and through the 
summer he rapidly grew worse, b reak­ 
ing down completely in August. 
He 
| was cheerful always and b oreupb rave- 
: ly for the sake of loved ones ab out him 
b at the comb ination of Bright sdisease 
and heart troub le were b eyond medi­ 
cal aid to comb at. 
He died ab out 7 
o’clock Sunday morning, 
Novemb er 
3rd, aged 78 years. 
Mr. Trowb ridge was b orn Oct. 4, 
1823. near Binghamptor, Ntw York, 
and came west in 1812, when 19 years 
old. making his home at Palestine 
Grove. 
He was converted and joined 
the Methodist church when 10 years 
old and the first sermon he hecrd in 
Illinois was from the lips of the late 
Luke Hitchcock, the famous circuit 
rider 
who 
preached 
at 
Palestine 
Grove. 
In 1848 he took up some government 
land half way b etween Dixon and Am­ 
b oy upon which he hewed the timb er 
for the first house which is now a part 
of the old oarn on the farm. 
In 1850 
he crossed the plains to California with 
the gold seekers, remaining there three 
years. 
The present house was b uilt on 
tne farm during his stay in California. 
Returning to his farm in Lee county 
he was married in April, 1855, to Miss 
Mary A. Warner, the service b eing 
performed b y Rev, McCraig, then of 
Dixon. By this union six children wore 
b or.n to them, ail of whom with his lov­ 
ing wife survive him.

Mr. Trowb ridge was a most faithful 
and conscientious Christian 
worker. 
He contrib uted largely toward b uild­ 
ing the church near his home in the 
country and for twenty-five years was 
its main suppo.’t. 
He has alwajB b een 
a faithful leader wherever there was 
work to b e done and for twenty years 
in succession he was superintendent of 
the Sunday School at Lee Center. 
IJe moved to Dixon with his family 
fourteen years ago last Septemb er and 
has b een as helpful in church work 
here as elsewhere. 
Funeral services will b e held in the 
Methodist church, conducted b y Rev. 
Dr, Phillips. 
The hour is not yet an­ 
nounced and will depend upon the 
time of arrival of the son from Salt 
Lake City, who left for Dixon at 3:15 
Sunday afternoon.

Both of these types ttf underground 1 walk along the street; a sign may 
rivers are perhaps m«*st rem arkably il 
Inst.rutod near ami on Bahrein island, 
in tla* lVrsian gulf, a place that Is also 
noted as one of the chief sourtvs t»f 
pearls. 
Bahrein Island, th«* hirgest of the 
group of islands Iwaring that name, is 
about twenty miles off the coast of 
Arabia in the Persian gulf. As the is­ 
land has almost n«> rainfall it is a 
« le.nl lev el iff sandy desert relieved only 
by palm groves and patches of vegeta­ 
tion where water springs to tlu* sur­ 
face from the mysterious underground 
channels. 
In many places tJn* walet 
thx-s not roach the surface, but is fomul 
by sinking wells, the water being m is­ 
t'd to tin* surface by donkeys and bul- 
l«x*ks and ¡mim'd ln<«> tin* channels 
fn*m which the «late palms and other 
croiis tm* irrigated. These springs can­ 
not possibly I*«* tb*riv«'«l from the island, 
and it is no more likely that they com© 
from tin* sandy wnst«*s of neighlmring 
Arabia. The Arabian short* as far as 
can 1h* s«vn is low and devoid of w ater 
except 
at 
E l -Katif 
vvh«*re 
sim ilar 
springs an* found. 
Arabs say that th«*s«* streams <*otm* 
straight 
from 
tin* 
Euphrates 
river 
through an underground channel by 
which the great river, In part, flows ho 
lieath tlu* 
Persian gulf. 
Geologists, 
however, have dismiss«*«! this th«*ory. 
Though tin* origin of tlu* springs lias 
not yet bet*n satisfactorily cxpluim*d, 
the most favored theory Is that they 
come from tlu* well wutcre«l slop«*s of 
the Persian mountains far to tlu* north. 
I f this theory is correct, it. means tl *.t 
tlu* rainfall sinks into the earth’s crust, 
until 
it 
reaches 
imp«*nn«*able 
rock 
strata along which it is carried for a 
groat distant*«* to the south out under 
tlu* s«*a until the rock, sloping upward, 
again brings the w ater near the sur­ 
face on Bahrein island. 
Some of tlu* 
wells that are thus supplhsl are enor- 
inou.s, and one of them, tlu* A «lari, 
s«*rves for the irrigation of many m il«*8 
tff date palms through a canal of an 
clout construction. Tlu* Atlarl well is 
oik* of tlu* great sights of Bahrein, b< 
ing a deep basin of water 22 by 4<> 
yards in size. 
The fact that it comes 
from a far higher source is shown by 
the force with which it enters tin* well 
Divers, driven back by tlu* strong cur 
rent, are unable to reach the bottom. 
There being no wells within miles of 
some of the coast towns of Bahrein, 
they obtain water from springs that 
I issue from the bottom of tin* gulf not 
rain had loosened the rook and 
from the shore. 
T h e s e springs oi 
dirt ov«*rhanging tlu* track and it only J course 
n e e d e d tlu* ja r of «57 to set it in motion. I ' v‘‘Hs. 
Something like 1,000 tons of debris 
rolled on to the track directly lxdiind 
us, and int«i this those runaw ay cars 
plunged. 
Bu t we «lid not find this out until aft 
erwurd. 
M att k«*pt <*7 up to w hat was 
a 
tremendous speed on 
that track. 
She plunged and rolled and rang h e r 
bell eontinuously.

Rooms with low ceilings or with ceil­ 
ings even with the window tops are 
susceptible of more p«*rfeet ventilation 
than those w ith high ceilings. 
In such 
rooms the leakage at the 
window’s, 
which is constantly going on, keeps tho 
air in motion throughout the room, 
where«a if the ceiling is higher only the 
lower part of the air Is moved, and an 
inverted lake of foul and hot air Is left 
floating in the space above the window 
tops.
